Over the Hump 


If 
Admiral Shirk's optimistic 


statement proves correct, and we 
actually are bnnging the submar- 
ine menace under control in the 
Atlantic, then the tide of this 
war has turned. 


No layman is in position cither 


to confirm or to deny the admiral's 
disclosure. We don't know how 
many ships were being sunk in the 
past, nor do we know how many 
are being sent to the bottom to- 
day. 


For military reasons, which we 


arc obliged to accept even though 
we sometimes question their sound 
ness, the public has been kept 
completely in the dark both as 
to our losses and as to the retalia 
tory vengcnce we have exacted. 


We do know, from a long scr- 


ies of official statements on both 
sides of the Atlantic, that shipping 
is our worst headache. When we 
were attacked, we had inadequate 
facilities for supplying our allies, 
bringing raw material into this 
country, transporting 
expedition 


ary forces to the fighting fronts and 
servicing them while there. 


Sinkings have exceeded launch- 


ings, so that as of today we are 
worse off than we were last Decem- 
ber. 


Experts say that one may specu- 


late intelligently that we have aver- 
aged a loss of at least two ships 
a day. By the end of this month 
we expect to be turning out two 
ships a day, ready to go to sea 
with cargoes. On that basis we 
would be just about holding 0111 
own. 


But two ships a day is only ai 


intermediate point. Our goal is to 
produce 750 vessels this year anc 
twice as many—an average oi 
four a day—in 1943.

Conway Enjoys Booms Based 
on Overflow From Little 
Rock's Ordinance Plants

CONWAY, Ark. — (/Pi— Popula- 


tion of the sedate academic town 
of Conway has been swollen and 
the volume of business has risen 
to heights reminiscent of 40-ccnt 
cotton days as a result of the 
nation's war preparations. 


An educational rather than an 


industrial center, no tall smoke- 
stacks have as yet risen in Con- 
way. Nor are any factory whistles 
heard. But its proximity to three 
big munitions and military estab- 
lishments has resulted in scores of 
new families locating here and 
many thousands of dollars earned 
at these plants flowing into Con- 
way trade. 


The northwestern corner of the 


Camp Robinson are extends within 
eight miles of Conway. The Mau- 
mcllc ordnance plant a Maronc is 
only 15 miles a\vay. The big Jack- 
sonvill works is within 35 miles 
of this little city. With no hous- 
ing facilities provided at Marchc, 
the thousands of executives and 
laborers employed there arc forced 
to reside either in Greater Little 
Rock or Conway, each about equid- 
istant from the plant. 


As a result every "nook and cran- 


ny" of housing space in Conway is 
occupied. Nearing completion are 
50 units being constructed by the 
Conway Housing Authority. Bui 
for each of these homes already 
there are on file applications from 
at least two families. The Chamber 
of Commerce early in the influx 
of new residents made a survey 
of housing accomodutions and as- 
sisted newcom,ys in getting locat- 
ed. But officials of that organiza- 
tion weeks ago threw up then- 
hands and declared there was no 
use trying any longer. 


The classified column of the Log 


Cabin Democrat occasionally car- 
ries a "for rent" ad and seekers 
after places of abode, in the hope 
of "getting the -jump" on compe- 
titors have begun to call at the of- 
fice before the paper is printed 
to see if homes or apartments are 
to be advertised that day. 


While most 6"f the new inhabita- 


nts are connected with the Mau- 
inelle plant, Conway merchants al- 
so benefit considerably from the 


most of them spend their earn 
ings here. Business of most loca 
merchants is limited only by theii 
ability to obtain goods. 


Transportation of this small army 


of workers from Faulkner count} 
to the Marchc and Jacksonville 
plants has brought on headache; 
for thc; local tire rationing board 
The county's quota of tires, set U] 
at Washington, is based upon nor 
mal conditions, without consider 
ation for a war-boom situation. Thus 
the ration board is confronted will 
the problem of providing tires foi 
eligible vehicles in civilian use ant 
at the same time trying to kcoi 
rolling a hundred or. more truck; 
and improvised buses hauling lab 
orcrs daily to the two munitions 
plants. All out of an allotment of 
perhaps three dozen tires a month 


A useful contribution to the wai 


effort is a pilot training schoo 
operated at the $50,000 municipal- 
ly owned airport by Kenneth Starn- 
es. Here some 60 young men arc 
constantly under intensive instruc- 
tion in the art of navigating a piano

piclure in which the hero or the 
second male lead, is not y cov/urd 
or a rat or a moral weakl'ng whose 
regeneration is accomplishe din the 
eighth reel by a crisis in 2orub.it. 


This epic novelty is Pnratnount's 


"Wake Island", and it comes so 
close to being documentary that 
the original story is being credit- 
ed to the U. S. Marine Corps. The 
ending comes in a welter of death 
and noise and the scuttling advance 
Japanese.

BUZZ-SAW 


A new kind of aerial warfare is being fought high in the skies over 


Soviet Russia today. No longer is a dog fight between enemy planes 
over when both sides run out of ammunition. Red Air Force pilots have 
vorked out three systems of attack, sketched above, to knock out 
Vazi bombers after all ammunition has been fired. 


The "Clip and Run, least dangerous to the attacking pilot, but 
of the most difficult to maneuver, involves making slight contact 


with enemy's wing or tail with attacker's own wing. 


Simplest, but most dangerous to attacking pilot, is the "Cracker- 


Jpper." This attack is a direct ramming of the enemy ship. 


"The Buzz-Saw" is one of the surest, requires consummate flying 


kill. In this gun-less attack, fighter pilot noses up behind enemy, slices 
ital part of enemy fuselage—stablizer and rudder, for example—with 
is propeller. 


Soviet pilots have used all three systems with excellent results,

Newfoundland Base Command — 
'It's so bare in Newfoundland that 
ven the rabbits pack up lunch to 
ake out with them." That about 
sums up the impression of New- 
"oundland which most officers and 
men of the U. S. Army brought 
with them to this island outpost. 
Some of them who have lived here 
for a while haven't changed their 
minds. 


But like most stories about the 


country.and the "Newfies," as all 
Americans call the natives, this one 
contains much fiction as well as 
much truth. Life on this 43,000- 
square mile strategic island, bas- 
ion athwart the northern route for 
nvasion of 
the 
Western Hemi- 


sphere, is a series of paradoxes. 


The very location of this stopper 


n the lower St. Lawrence basin 
>resents a geographic paradox. It 
s North America's 
clostest ap- 


proach to Europe—which from here 
seems so far, yet is so near. Of 
all U. S. Army bases overseas, this 
one is the nearest to home—which 
seems so near, yet is so far. 


There is a further paradox in 


he posts themselves. Bases which 
vill rank among the world's most 
nodern cities are springing up with 
he speed of Jack's beanstalk in 
he midst of an isolated, poverty- 
tricken land. 
Because no two posts here are 
like—either in location, job, or 
:egree of completion—few general- 
zations will hold true for all Amer- 
:an troops stationed here. Those 
hat do are readily summed up: 


Physically the men are comfort- 
ble. Even the temporary barracks 
lere would shame some of the more 
aermanent ones in the states. The 
ood is plentiful, though the pre- 
'alence of tuberculosis among the 
ative herds restricts the fresh milk 
upply, and fresh vegetables are 
lie exception rather than the rule. 
"he clothing issued to the troops is 
insurpassed—for quality, quantity 
nd warmth (important in a cold, 


damp climate) — in any of the 
world's armies. The men are also 
lealthy. (It seems to many that 
•ou get a needle shot in the arm 
ivery time you turn around.) 
The soldiers' universal gripe up 


icre concerns the lack of an place 
o go or anything to do in spare 
ime. Each post has some sort of 
anteen and movie theater, but in 
most cases other means of recrea- 
ion are simply non-esistent. 
Beyond these few things, it is im- 


oossible to generalize. Life varies 
as much within one post as it does 
between them. 
One soldier de- 


cribed the 
new, . oil-heated, air- 


conditionecj, permanent barracks 
which have risen in the rocky val- 
ies of the Avalon Peninsula, as 
'the 
best 
damned hotel I ever 


tayed in." They are ultramodern 
wo-story buildings whose grey- 
white exteriors blend into the snow 
which terraces the stark spruce- 
nd balsam-covered hills behind 
hem. They provide the last word 
n comfort. Green and white in- 
eriors glisten in indirect lighting. 
Citchens boast such modern gad- 
ets as pressurecookers. Spacious 
'day rooms" provide radios, pool 
ables, papers and magazines ga- 
ore. 


Yet troops that one day are liv- 


ng in this luxury may the next 
ay be living, eating, and sleeping 
t the guns. For these men, life 
as all the hardships of the front 
ne trenches, which, in truth, they 
re meaning 24 hours a day. 
The hardness of life for some, the 


ack of recreation for all, is count- 
racted by the fact that the men 
aven't much time to sit around 
nd think about it. They are busy 
t serious work.

CCC Director James J. McEntee 
piked that one before the selective 
ervice law was passed.

to do. Today, there arc some 600 
CCC camps in operation. At the 
height of the depression, there were 
2500 camps, with 200 men to the 
camp. CCC has cut down. It will 
cut clown further, perhaps to 350 
camps. 


Furthermore, CCC is making it- 


self as much of an Army auxiliary 
as it can. It has built Army camps 
and military roads and airports. It 
has 115 camps on military reserva- 
tions today, doing labor ballalion 
jobs that relieve soldiers for strict- 
ly military duty. 


CCC's second big job is in the 


forest areas, largely in the west, 
whore it has 177 camps for refores- 
tation and fire fighting. 
These 


camps and the ones on military res- 
ervations account for about half of 
the present CCC strength. 


All other types o£ CCC camps are 


being discontinued as fast as their 
current soil conservation, park

You probably have heard about certain gov- 
ernment restrictions on telephone service 
and equipment now in effect. We should like 
to tell you a little more about these restric- 
tions—. why they are necessary, and what 
they will mean to you. 


The reason for them Is simple and com- 


plete. They are to save materials which are 
needed to fight the war. 


What will they mean to you, the telephone 


user? 


If you have a telephone now, they mean 


no change except that you might in some 
places and under some circumstances have 
to have other parties on your line. And you 
can't get an extension telephone In your 
home if you haven't one already.* 


For people who have no telephones and 


want them, we shall supply at least party- 
line service wherever there are now enough 
lines and switchboards. Bu t In gener- 
al, where new construction of this 
type would be necessary, we shall 
Dot be able to provide service.* 


SOUTHWESTERN BEU 


This will mean Inconvenience and perhaps 


hardship to a few people now. As time goes 
on it will probably mean inconvenience and 
hardship to more people, but wo need your 
help and sympathetic understanding in this 
important step to save the maximum of ma- 
terials for the war. 


Beside the great savings in materials al- 


ready made by substitution and wartime en- 
gineering, thenewrestrictions will mean that 
more lead, iron, steel, zinc, copper, and rub- 
ber used in telephone equipment will now 
go into arms. 


In spite of all this, and while telephone 


service may not be available to all who want 
it, we believe we can keep the service up to a 
high standard. At any rate, we shall do our 
level best. These difficulties are something 
that neither the government nor the tele- 
phone companies can help. They are part of 
the price of protecting liberty.
